LonNpoN, Dec. 27.—The friends of Gen. 
Booth claim that the resignation of Commis- 
sioner Smith and the assertion that the Gen- 
eral is not the author of ‘‘In Darkest En- 
giard,’’ are incidents ina plan formed and 
persistently followed by leading ecclesiastics 
ofthe established church to break down 
Booth’s sceme for the relief of suffering man- 
kind, that hehas gainedthe enmity of the 
church by showing the inadequacy of its re- 
lief methods and by offering aplan that 
might put the churchto shame by proving 
really effective. Asto authorship, the Gen- 
eral avers that he is the author of every ma- 
terialidea in his book, and that the charge 
that he has done wrongin accepting credit 
for authorship isalast effort to break him 
a when all others have failed. Gommis- 
sioner Smith is accused of jealousy of Booth, 
and also of having been seduced from his 
allegiance to the army by pros of a sala- 
ried position with the regular church mission 
organizations in the East of London. They 
admit that several prominent dignitaries of 
the established church have indorseé@ their 
methods, but they claim that these are ex- 
ceptions, and that the great body of beneficed 
clergy are bitterly opposed tothearmy. It is 
likely that contributions tothe Booth fund 
will cease until the real significance of Com- 
missioner Smith’s resignation is developed. 

WHAT IS SAID IN NEW YORK. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—A dispatch was re- 
~—eceiyet from London yesterday announcing 
the resignation of Frank Smith as Commis- 
sioner of the Salvation Army. The reason 
given was that differences had arisen be- 
tween him and Gen. Booth regarding the dl- 
vision of*funds for separate branches of 
work. Mr. Smith was at the head of the Food 
and Shelter Bureau, and was an enthusiastic 
advocate of the colonizing scheme and the 
social reform work of the organization. He 
desired that Gen. Booth divide the general 
fund into two parts—one for the social re- 
form work andthe other for ordinary uses. 
This, the dispatch asserts, Gen. Booth re- 
fused todo, andso Mr. Smith resigned. The 
same story claims that Mr. Smith’s resigna- 
tion may lead to the dissolution of the army. 
The authorship of the book ‘‘In Darkest En 
élana’’ was questioned, and it was said that 
Gen. Booth had written but twochapters of 
the work. A reporter saw Marshal 
Ballington Booth at his office yesterday 
afternoon. He doubted the truth of 
the assertion that Commissioner Smith 
had resigned. ‘‘If such a thing. had 
happened,’’ he said, ‘‘I would have received 
a cablegram from my father announcing it. 
I, however, may receive one later. The as- 
sertion that the resignation of Commissioner 
Smith or the resignation of all the commis- 
sioners could hurtthe Salvation Army ser!l- 
ously is absurd. Commissioner Smith had 
charge ofa single branch of work and was bot, 
as the dispatch asserts, second in command. 
There are other branches under charge of 
other commissioners just asimportant as that 
attended to by Mr. Smith.’’ 

Marshal Booth was much incensed at the 
charge about the authorship of of ‘‘In Dark- 
est England.’’ Hesaidthat his father had 
written every chapter, but that some statis- 
tics were furnished by another person. ‘‘lI 
am not sure,’’ said he, *‘whether I am cor- 
rect or not, but from what I have learned I 
think the person was Editor W. D. Stead of 
the Pall Mall Gazette, who brought out the 
sensational stories concerning a number of 
little girls some time ago. He gave my father 
a few facts and figures relating to the condli- 
tion of the poor in London, The General in 
the preface of his book acknowledges that he 
received valuable aid from a literary friend, 
who I believe was Mr. Stead.’’ 


Thinks It Will End in War. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Dec. 27.—Manager 
Howley, Prefect Apostolic of the west coast 
of Newfoundland, publishes a sensational 
letter predicting that the condition of af- 
fairs over the French shore and Newfound- 
land fishery questions will inevitably result 
in war. The people of the French shore are 
desperate over the postponement of a settle- 
ment of their intolerable difficulties, and 
will, he is afraid, take every means in their 
power to precipitate a crisis. The Mon- 
signeur describes the critical state of af- 
fairs, and says that, notwithstanding the 
large naval force maintained by _ En- 
gland in those waters to prevent 
trouble, the occasions for a conflict be- 
tween French and British fishermen occur

Enoouraging Emigration to Brazil. 

* WARSAW, Dec. 27.~The Courier publishes 
the text of what purports to bea secret Bra- 
gilian decree for the encouragement of imm!i- 
gration. The decree appears to have been 
issued June 29, 1890, and bears the signatures 
of President Fonseca and Senhor Gliceria. It 
contains forty-nine articles. It promises 
that immigration agents shall be paid 120 
francs for every adult they send to Brazil and 
@0 francs for every child Janded. An addi- 
tional premium of 100,000 francs is offered to 
any company landing 10,000 immigrants in 
om one year.

The Scotland Railway Strike. 

LONDON, Dec. 27.—The English Trades 
Union have been officially informed that the 
Scottish strikers have means for their present 
needs, and the principal aid desired is in the 
way of preventing the Scotch companies from 
obtaining men to e thestrikers’ places. A 
party of men engaged by a free labor office at 
Wigan were to have left for Scotland to-day, 
but threats and persuaSion at the last moment 
have prevented them from starting. The 
Scottish companies have retained the free 
labor offices in the principal cities of England 
to obtain men for the work that the strikers 
have abandoned, but so far, though many 
thousands are out of work, there is no eager- 
ness to accept the companies’ offer. In Car- 
diff the attempts at recruiting had to be 
stopped, owing to the hostile attitude of the 
Welsh railway men and the union seamenand 
fremen. .The English railway men are gen- 
erally of the opinion that the Scottish raflway 
Oght is theirown, and that English speape- 
nies are waiting to see the result. 


The National Indian Conference. - 


CALCUTTA, Dec. 27.—One thousand dele: 
gates were present at the opening of the 
National Indian Conference yesterday, and 
5,000 people were in the audience, including 
members of the British House of Commons 
and several ragahis end high caste ladies. 
Mervaugi Melitk, member of the Bombay 
Legislative Council, made declarations of the 
loyalty of the movement and its pacific aims. 
He said the time hadgome for social reforms 
and the elective principal should be adopted 
in nominations to the Indian Council. In 
conclusion he said: 

**Our Congress asks but to be allowed to 
show the pitfalls and join in the blessing 
which England will assurely earn as there 
is an Eternal One that maketh righteousness. 
We appeal to Englishmen notto let the prac- 
tises rising froma growingand hopeful na- 
tion prove in vain.’’ 


Defrauding the Farmers. 

BELLEVILLE, Ontario, Dec. 27.—Chester 
Wilmont Yerex, well-known in connection 
with the hulless oats scheme, has been ar- 
rested in Bremen, Germany, under instruc- 
tions from the British Vice-Consul there on a 
charge of forgery. With his retirement from 
the hulless oats business ends one of the 
biggest frauds ever successfully worked on 
the farmers of Ontario and one which caused 
an endless amount of hardship and litigation. 
Yerex will be extradited by the Bank of Com- 
merce. 


Padlewski’s Stay in Rome. 

ROME, Dec. 27.—The Tribune says that Pad- 
lewski, the murderer of Gen, Seliverskoff,has 
been seen inspecting the works of art in the 
Victor Emanuel Gallery. When the police 
learned of his whereabouts in the city they 
immediately took steps looking to his capture 
and they are now actively engaged in search- 
ing the houses of all Russian Refugees. 


The Panama Canal Scheme. 

BoGoTa, Columbia, Dec. 27.—Lieut. Wyse 
has secured a renewalof the Panama canal 
concession. Twoyearsare allowed for the 
reorganization ofthe company. Lands pre- 
viously given for nothing are now to be paid 
for. The Government of Columbia is to re- 
ceilvea bonus of 10,000 francs and 6,000,000 
francs preferred stock.

NOT FOR PARNELL. 


O’Brien Has Not Changed His Position 
on the Leadership. 


THE DATE OF THE PARIS CONFERENCE 
STILL UNDETERMINED. 


Sexton Defines His Attitude on the Land 
Purchase Bill—How It Will Affect Ten- 
ants and Farm Laborers—The Funds of 
the National League—Justin McCarthy’s 
Visit to St. Louis. 


PARIS, Dec. 27.—The announcement made in 
the newspapers of this city that the formal 
conference between the Irish leaders will 
take plac® on Monday next is officially stated 
to be premature. Mr. Wm. O’Brien com- 
plains of the number of false statements 
made inthe newspapers here and attributed 
to Mr. Gill and to himself. Mr. O’Brien es- 
pecially classes as untrue the assertion made 
that he would recommend that Mr. Parnell be 
maintained leader of the Irish party. O’Brien 
has not yet séen Mr. Parnell, but it is said he 
expected to meet him next week. 

SEXTON DEFINES HIS POSITION. 

BOULOGNE, Dec. 27.—Mr. Thomas Sexton, in 
an interview last night said he considered 
Mr. Parnell’s insulting references to his col- 
leagues an insuperable barrier to his resump- 
tion of the leadership of the Irish party. He 
was quite certain that had.Mr. Parnell con- 
sulted the party in regard to Mr. Morley’s 
alleged offer of a place, every man would 
have rejected indignantly the idea of sacri- 
ficing in any degree the independence of the 
party by an acceptance ofthe offer. Régard- 
ing the effect of the possible passage of the 
land act, Mr. Sexton said he thought it 
would render the farmers more independent, 
energetic and enterprising; but the measure 
of their success might be the measure of the 
laborer’s discontent. In order to meet the 
just claims of the latter, Mr. Sexton said he 
looked to the extension of the system of the 
act of 1883, to be inaugurated by authorizing 
the Boards of Guardians to levy rents to be 
used in construction of laborers’ cottages. At 
present the boards have to pay 4 percent in- 
terest and provide a sinking fund on the 
money advanced by the Treasury, and cannot 
let houses witha half acre of walled garden 
under flor £1 3s weekly, as the houses must 
be built according to fixed specifications 
from Dublin. 

This and the expense of inspection would 
increase the price of a houseand garden to 
£120 which the rental is not sufficient to cover. 
Mr. Sexton hopes tochange this system and 
get smaller houses built under local super- 
vision at such reduced cost as to render the 
present rents profitable. 

The News says: As Mr. Sexton was sup- 
posed to be less decided in his opposition to 
Mr. Parnell and more inclined toward a com- 
promise than many of his political friends, 
his frank and clear declaration is important 
and valuable. 


Justin McCarthy’s Visitto St. Louis. 


Justin McCarthy, the new leader of the 
Irish parliamentary party, was in St. Louis 
on Feb. l6and 17, 1887. His stay in thecity 
was about twenty-four hours, but in that 
time he delivered a lecture, for which he re- 
ceived $500 before he went on the stage of 
Music Hall, and was given a banquet atthe 
Lindell Hotel. Heexpected to get away on 
an early train on the morn- 
ing of the Ilith, but was too tired to 
get up, and waited fora noon train. He 
came to St. Louls from Galesburg, Ill., and 
went from here to Decatur. He came to 
America after a general election, in which,on 
the face of the returns, his constituency had 
failed to return him. He contested, how- 
ever, andon his arrival in America was in- 
formed by cable that he had been seated. 

His lecture in St. Louls was under the 
auspices of the KnightSof St. Patrick,asa 
delegation of knights, consisting of J. G. 
Prather, Lawrence Harrigan, J. H. McNa-

SNOW AND SUNSHINE. 


The People of New York Escape the Pre- 


dicted Blizzard. 


NEw YorK, Dec. 27.—The people of this city 
awoke this morning to the pleasant discovery 
that the Signal Service Office had been a trifle 
wrong and predicted things which the re- 
sults failed to justify. Instead of a furious 
blizzard during the night and streets bilock- 
aded with snow and a high gale driving it 
into deep drifts and blowing it into people’s 
blinded eyes, they found pleasant sunshine, 
light winds, a comparatively high temper- 
ature and only a little over a foot of snow on 
the ground, just enough to make sleighing 
practicable and enjoyable. The sergeant in 
charge of the Signal Service office this morn- 
ing came to the rescue of. the Meteorological 
Bureau in this way: 

‘<The two storms, the one from the north- 
west, the other from the south, happily gave 
the city a wider berth than seemed probable 
from our observations yesterday. The south- 
ern one espécially, from which we had most 
to fear, was borne further out to sea and to 
the eastward of us than was at first anticl- 
pated. In other words, theangle of the two 
converging storms widened sufficiently to 
leave us comparatively unscathed. 

‘*I was quite right, however, in predicting 
the conjunction of the two storms some- 
where inor near the St. Lawrence region. 
They united at about 2 0’clock this morning, 


and Montrealand Quebec are both feeling 

the fury ofa blizzard. The wind is very _— 

at those points and the snow very deep. 
blizzard will probably rage in Canada to-day 
and to- night, and then pass off shore over 
the ocean. 

The incoming mails were recently delayed 
The Southern mails due at 9:50 last n ht 
did not get here until nearly 7 o’clock this 
morning. The Western mall over the Penn- 
sylvania road due até4o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon did not arrive until after midnight. 

Mails from New England are arriving from 
three to four hours late. The Western 
mail, via the New York Central which should 
have got intothe city at 4: a.m. was four 
hours behind time. All other maild were 
from two to three hours late. 

STILL FALLING AT PITTSBURG. 

PITTSRURG, Pa., Dec. 27.—There was an 
added snow,-fall of about three inches during 
last nightand atnoon it is coming thickly. 
Passenger trains on all roads are few and far 
between, travel being very light, though they 
are making fair time with engines. Noeffort 
is being made on any roads to eave freights, 
all engines being busily engaged in passenger 
traffic. Nothing but perishable goods are re- 
ceived from other roads and these are hurried 
through in scant lots. Street travel in the 
city has about resumed. though business 
shows a phenomenal falling off. 

A SNOWBOUND TRAIN. 

PORTLAND, “ae. Dec. 27.—The train due 
here at 11 o’clock last night on the Eastern 
Division of the Boston & Maine road, arrived 
at 10:25 this morning. It spent the night at 
North Berwick and came over the Western 
Division. The train due here at 5 o’clock 
last night got stuck at West Bedford and Is 
there now. The passengers w@.Te brought itn 
on the other-train: A hard night is reported 

»assengers, with little to eat and 
locomotive was sent out from here 
last night but could not reach the train. 

Train due here at8 p. m. yesterday is now 
at North Berwick. Its pagsengers were also 
broughtin on the other train. The streets 
are piled full of snow. The street railway 
kept a plow running all night and its tracks 
are now open. Inthe harbor the night was a 
wild one but no damage is reported, as there 
was several hours warning of the storm. 

AT BOSTON. ! 

Boston, Dec. 27.—The mail train on the 
Boston and Albany was two and a half hours 
late this morning, owingtothe storm. West- 
erntrains have not been heard from, and 
their locations are unknown here. The Bos- 
ton and Maine Montreal express was three 
hours late. 

IN NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

CONCORD, N. H., Dec. 27.—Thirteen inches 
of snow came down during the storm. It 
ceased falling at an early hour this morning, 
and to-day it is cl@ar and bright. Trains are 
running from five to seven hours behind time. 

THE SNOW IN MAINE. 

FARMINGTON, Me., Dec. 27.—Fifteen inches 
of snow fell here last night, making thirty 
inches within the past two weeks. 

IN THE MOHAWK VALLEY. 

CANAJOHARIE, N. Y., Dec. 27.—Trains are 
moving on the West Shore and New York Cen- 
tral Railroads through the Mohawk Valley at 
an average of one hour late. The tracks are 
being rapidly cleared. Thecountry roads are 
blockaded and backtown stages will be un- 
able to reach town to-day. The snowfall was 
fifteen inches on the level. 

ERIE AND DELAWARE & HUDSON ROADS.

GIGANTIC FRAUDS. |= 


The United States Government Robbed 
of Millions of Dollars, 


‘ 


A SYSTEMATIC SWINDLING sCHEME 
WORKED BY CONSULS IN CANADA. 


Their Affairs Now Under Investigation at 
the Treasury Department—Wants to 
ybuy Alaska—The Country’s Financial 
Condition—Prospects of the Passage of 
the Election Bill—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 27.—Frauds which 
have robbed the Government of over $1,000, - 
000 within the past twelve months have just 
been brought to the knowledge of the Treas- 
ury Officials, and a searching investigation is 
In progress. The frauds have been committed 
by the Consuls and Consular agents of the 
United States in Canada and by the exporters 
of Canadian goods to the United States. Some 
twenty Consuls out of about seventy, the 
larger number stationed in the province of 
Ontario, are implicated in the charges which 
are under investigation. The process of fraud 
has consisted in the appropriation of illegal 
fees andthe under-valuation of exports by 
the exporters. 

Consulor certificates in blank, signed by. the 
consuls and consular agents have been sold 
for a nominal sum forthe use of exporters in 
making false returns of value of goods sent to 
the United States. The evidence is not com- 
plete as yet to the percentage allowed by ex- 
porters for the privileges of undervaluation, 
but enough is known to show that a system- 
atic scheme of petty swindling has béen 
carried on bymeans of these consular certifi- 
cates. The law regulating fees authorizes 
consular agents, who receiveno stated sal- 
ary, to reserve from tbe fees received, a cer- 
tain sum, usually about $10,000, as their com- 
pensation. The consuls also receive a certain 
proportion of the fees received by the con- 
sular agents in their districts. They reserve 
for themselves no part of the fees received for 


official duties at their own offices, because 
they are paid by salary. 

A number of the consuls, including several 
whose names are quite well Known, were 
quick to appreciate the point that there Renny 
more money for them in having e xports 
sented for certification at the consular 4 nme 
cies in the outlying towns than at the con- 
sulate itselt. They accordingly made terms 
with the exporters by. which the latter, in 
violation of law, carried goods from right 
under the nose of the consuls, before whom 
they should have been certified to er 
towns where consularagents were on duty. 
These consular agents were in pool and 
promptly accepted the redeeming which 
they had already sold at a discount in . 
and which were filled out inthe false and in- 
sufficient values. These certificates recite 
that the exporter appears personally before 
the consul or consular agent and makes oath 
to the correctness of the facts set forth. 

The very nature of the certificates precludes 
their being signed in advance without palpa- 
ble and intentional fraud. They have been 
distributed, however, in great num and 
the autographs of ce cons 
upon these damning documents will soon be 
in the possess of Secretary Blaine. 

The estimate Of $1,000,000 as to the aggregate 
of the loss to the Government is nothing more 
than an estimate. Further investigation may 
show that the loss is many times $1,000,000 and 
that there are even more guilty parties than 
have yet been discovered. The accounts ofa 
number of consuls in Canada are now held up 
at the Treasur 7 ee to await the re- 
sults of the vestigation and some of the 
gentry, ifthey ever sign a receipt for the sal- 
ary which they now claim to be due them, will 
have to sign it in Dilank.

Conflicting Statements from the Indian.

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 27. _The News’ spectal 
from Oreston, 8S. D., via courier to Rapid 
City, §. D., says: Things which a few days 
ago under the policy of Gen. Brooke tended 
to a cessation of all hostilities are to-day just 
the reverse. Late last night Gen. Carr re- 
ceived a telegram from Col. Sumner that the 
Indians from Hump’s and Big Foot’s camp 
whom he was supposed to have made pris- 
oners had escaped and were heading for the 
Bad Lands. At daylight Gen. Carr and 
six troops pulled out from here 


to intercept them or capture and destroy. 


them, butso far no word has been received. 
from the General. The Indians are atill 
carrying on their depredations as usual, and 
are growing much bolder, having stolen three 
valuable horses and ten head of stock out ofa 
corral last night at the ranch ofa Mr. Burns, 
situated only ten miles from this camp on the 
Cheyenne River. 

Gen. Mileg ‘was heard to say in Rapid City 
that he was tired of fooling with these Indi- 
ans, and@thought that the best thing to be 
done Was to attack them without any farther’ 
delay. 

A half breed came into camp and was inter- 
viewed on the, subject of the hostiles in the 
Bad Lands, and gives a very interesting de- 
scription, which is as follows: He says that 
he left Pine Ridge Agency a few days before 
the 500 friendly Indians left there for the Bad 
Lands to induce their hostile brethren tocome 
in, and declares the number of friendlies are 
greatly exaggerated and that they did not 
number over 150 in all. He says he was 
in one of their tepees outside of Pine 
Ridge Agency, where a number of bucks 
were congregated, and that the squaws were 
crying and saying that they would never re- 
turn and commenced singing the death dance 
around them. He says there are at least cal- 
culation from 500 to 600 warriors among them, 
all well armed (a number having Springfield 
carbines,the same as is used by the soldiers in 
the army,) and all declaring that they would 
fight. They also told him of a young Indian 
whom they had put to death by torture a few 
days before because he came totryand in- 
ducethem to returntothe agency. He says 
he knows this to be true, asthe young Indian 
left Pine Ridge over a week ago for 
the Bad Lands stronghold and has never 
returned.

| The Fate of the Baltimore Steamship 


Thanemore. 


SHE HAD THIRTY-FOUR PEOPLE AND A 
VALUABLE CARGO ON BOARD. 


The Terrible Disaster Which Overtook the 
Steamer Shanghai-— Five Children 
Drowned—Caught in a Revolving Wheel 
—Fatal Railway Collision—In Front of 
a Train—The Daily Casualty Record. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 27.—Patterson, Ram- 
gay & Co., agents for the Johnstone Line at 
this port, have given up for lost the steam- 
ship Thanemore, Capt. Butcher, which left 
Baltimore on Nov. 26 for London. She passed 
out the capes on Nov. 27, twelve hours ahead 
ofthe Atlantic Transport Liner Maryland, 
upon which Capt. Alfred H. Luckhurst and 
three men lost their lives, the vessel being 
forced to put into Philadelphia to make re- 
pairs. The Thanemore had a general cargo 
valued at $175,575 and 430 head of cattle. Firms 
shipping the cattle were instired against total 
loss, Thirty-four men comprised the officers 
and crew and there were also thirteen cattle- 
menon board. The Thanemore has been out

The Burning of the Shanghai. 
LONDON, Dec. 27.—Further advices from 
China as to the burning of the steamship 
Shanghal, near Woo Hoo, in the Province of 
Nwean Noel, about fifty miles from Nanking, 
show that the disaster was much more seri- 


ous thanat first imagined. The earlier ad- 
vices received stated that the crew, consist-

several European officers, were supposed to 
have met death either inthe flames, or, sub- 
oe comma by drowning, while attempting to 
escape from the burning vessel. It now 
seems that the number of lives lost will 
amount to over 200,and that they all lost their 
lives by drowning. Aterrible panic it appears 
occurred among the Chinese passengers and 
crew as soon as thealarm of fire was heard, 
andthe panic increased terribly when the 
flames spread beyond the control of the 
terror-stricken crew. The few European offi- 
cers @n board the Shanghal seem to have done 
their best to maintain some kind of order 
among the Chinamen,but without result. The 
large majority of those who lost their lives 
did so by jumping overboard in order to es- 
cape from the flames; others met their deaths 
through the swamping of the clumsily-low- 
ered and over-crowded boats.

Broadway ¢ Locust, 
MOLTKE’S STRATEGY. 


Explained by Himself — How 
War. 


The General Staff in Berlin has just pub- 
lished a work by Moltke on ‘‘Strategy.’’ 

**Politics,’’ says Moltke, ‘‘use war as a 
means totheir end. They exercise a decisive 
influence on it from first to last, in that, as 
circumstances change, they raise or lower 
their demands. In view of this uncertainty, 
Strategy must follow the vacillating 
goal of gaining every . possible ad- 
vantage. Thus, while! independent 
of politics in its means, it best 


works toward nerenney with litics in its 
ends. The next dut s the placing in the 
field of the military force, that is, the first ad- 
vance of the army. In this the manifold 
geographical, political and national considera- 
tions must be most painstakingly studied. 
One mistake in the assembling of the troops 
@an hardly be corrected in a whole campaign. 

‘*The first advance, however, can usuall 
be planned well beforehand, and be carri 
out with the desired results. Entirely 
different the next problem of strat- 

operations with the _ forces 
far. Here our purpose is 
met by the entirely independent purpose of 
the enemy. This inimi purpose may be 
confined within limits when we are able, 
ready, and determined, but cannot be broken 
otherwise than through the power of battle. 
The material and moral effects of a at bat- 
tle are so comprehensive, however, that they 
usually create a wholly new situation, a new 
basis of new operations. No plan of opera- 
tions can reach with any degree of certainty 
beyond the first meeting with the enemy. 
Only laymen have the conception of a cam- 
paign planned in detail beforehand and car- 
ried to the end in a logical sequence from the 
original thought oi the commander. 

‘**Of course, the commander must have his 
great and definite aims, and follow them un- 
swerved by the incidents ofthe hour, but the 
way in which these aims are to be realized 
can never be determined with certainty long 
in advance. In the course of a cam- 
paign a commander is constantly re: 
quired to make decisions on the basis of sit- 
uations that could not have been foretold or 
foreseen. All the consecutive acts in a war 
are therefore not premeditated operations 
but spontaneous ones. Itisa matter of see- 
ing through the clouded and uncertain situa- 
tion at a given time and place, of estimatin 
the importance of the known quantity, o 
guessing closély the unknown quantity, of re- 
solving promptly ona line of action, and of 
carrying out energetically and unswerving! 
this line of action. In e problem of cal- 
culating the relations of the two great fac- 
tors, one’s own purpose and the emy’s 
purpose, it must not be forgotten that there 
are other factors which are fully beyond all 
powers of estimation, as, for instance, 
weather, illness and railway accidents, mis- 
understandings and deceptions;in short, all 
the occurrences which are attributed to fate 
accident or Divine Providence, and whic 
man neither creates nor controls. Yet war is 
nota matterof blind chance even in these 
respects. 

‘‘There is a calculation of brobabilities 
possible in these details, that the bad luck of 
the one will be balanced bythe bad lack of 
the otherin most cases, and so the com- 
mander, who in each event does what is 
good, ifnotthe best, has a fair chance of 
reaching his goal. Itis self-evident that for 
such affairs mere theoretical knowledge is 
insufficient, that here comé to free practical, 
artistic development the t qualities of 
mind and character, schooledof course by 
military education and getsen by experience 
gathered from the histo of war or 
real life. Decisive aqove all forthe reputa- 
tion of a commander is copay the 
result. How much of the result is due directly 
to him can be determined only with the great- 
est difficulty. The best man often is wrecked 
on the irresistible power of circumstances; 
the man of mediocer ability is often lifted 
high by the same power. On the whole, how- 
ever, fortune favors only the competent com- 
mander. Aseverything in waris uncertain, 
ee the energy and strength of the 
commander, universal premises, conclusions 
and systems are quite valueless to strategy. 
The Archduke Karl once called strategy a 
science and tactics an art. He ascribed to 
the commander-in-chief the science that ‘de- 
termined the course of the warlike 
undertakings.’ The art, he said, had 
only to execute the my of strategy. On the 
contrary, Gen. fon Clausewitz says: 
‘Strategy is the use of battie for the ends of 
war. In fact, strategy gives tactics the 
means to strike and the probability of victory 
through the direction of the armies and their 
meeting on the battlefield. On the other 
hand, she ada herself to the result 
and builds onit. jn the presence of the tacti- 
cul victory strategy suppresses her demands 
and accommodates herself to the new situ- 
ation. Strategy is more than a science; itis 
the application of knowledge to practical life, 
the development of the original guiding 
thought, corresponding with the constantly 
changing situation; it is the art of action 
under the hardest conditions.

A FIEND’S’ CRIME. 


Horrible Mutilation of a Murdered Hun- 
garian Girl. 


THE MAN WHO COMMITTED THE DEED 
NOW IN JAIL. 


Assassination of Young Shannon at Macon 
City, Io.—The Killing of Postmaster 
Matthews at Winona, Miss. — Texas 
Oriminals—A Kansas Woman’s Fury— 
Shot By His Son-in-Law. 


SAYVILLE, L. I., Dec. 27.—The news of a 
most brutal murder at Bohemiaville, two 
miles north of here, was received this morn.- 
ing. Bohemiaville isa small settlement in- 
habited chiefly by Poles and Hungarians. 
They are an ignorant lot. This morning the 
inhabitants of that hamlet became wildly ex- 
cited when they learned that a murder had 
been committed amongthem. The body of 
Winnie Croupe, an attractive young Hun- 
garian, was found torn to pieces. The limbs 
had been severed from the trunk, and the 
body was cut to pieces. Nothing remained of 
the once comely girl but a bloody mass of 
fiesh and bones. It wasa ghastly sight. 

Suspicion immediately fell on Frank 
Krulische and he was arrested. When con- 


fronted with the mutilated remains of the | 


girl, Krulische gazed stolidly before him. He 


admitted the killing, but nothing further 


could be obtained from him. As soon asthe 
excitable crowd saw Krulische they made 
such demonstrations of violence that it was 
deemed advisable to get the murderer away 
as quickly as possible. Krulische is now in 
jail, The Coroner has been noti- 
fied. This is one of the most 
brutal murders that has ever been 
committed on Long Island. The woman was 
first stabbed to death and then her murderer 
eut her body up piecemeal, so that when it 
was found it had to be gathered up in frag- 
ments. The motive for the murder is not yet 
clear. It is said that Krulische was jealous of 
Winnie OCroupe. She was considered the 
best-looking girl in Bohemiaville and the 
young fellows of the neighborhood looked 
upon her with favor. Krulische is supposed 
to have been a loverof hersalso. Heisa 
man of fiercely jealous disposition, He was 
feared and disliked by all who knew him.

man was 22 years of age and highly respected. 
The shooting occu on the ttle Missouri 
in North ota. His assassin, Louis C. Buss 
of Sac City, atown near here, was arrested 
by the passengers of the train and fears are 
entertained of a lynching . the Sheriff, who 
now has him in custody. he shooting has 
created quite an excitement here.

A GREEK ELECTION. 


Black and White Balls Used Instead of 
Printed Ballots. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The electoral campaign is now (Sept. 26) 
fairly on, and the people of Greece will soon 
have the privilege of choosing new law- 
makers to rule over them. The electoral 
system here has some features which appear 
Strange toan American, and which may be 
of interest in these days of ballot 
reform. In the first place, all public 


' Electoral 


and elective officers, with the exception 
of those of the Municipal Conacil, 
are incompatible with the order of the 
deputy. The functionaries of every grade, 
_ the mayors and general counse , whoare 
pro ed as candidates, have therefore to 
send in their resignations at least forty hours 
before the opening of the polls. Every one is 
eligible, be he be gabond. All na- 
| tive Greeks have the right to vote in all but 
' two districts. In these one is obliged to bea 
property -owner and loses the right to vote if 
© moves outside of the boun line. It is 
rare that a candidate is presented in two dis- 
tricts at the same time, this being contrary 
to the prevailing code. Previous to 1886 the 
electoral circumscription included a district 
or parish, which contributed a deputy for 
every 10,000 inhabitants. But this regulation 
has been modified by M. Tricoupis, and now 
the number of Deputies is placed at exactly 
500. The reduction of the number encourages 
all sorts of hagglings and com s, and 
| disgraces the representative regime. Besides 
| this the extension of the territorial bounda- 
ries has practically killed the inde 
candidate. Fearing beforehand that he will 


be blackballed if not included in the list, 
they do not pose as candidates. 
This system, however, does away with 
the professional politician and parasites 
who would use their political offices for their 
own private gains. is not the prerogative 
of any one person to name his candidate. He 
is obliged to be submitted by at least 200 
voters, who address, tn his behalf, a petition 
to the President of the tribunal, and directly

The voter then turns the 
handle, throwing the ball into the white if he 
is favorable to the candidate and into the 
black if unfavorable.

All voting takes place on the same day 
throughout the kingdom. 

The counting up is much more prompt than 
the voting. This is effected by means of rds 
full of holes ,over which are scattered the balls 
When all the holes are full they count 106 
votes to the name of the candidate. Then 
there is presented the last board, containing 
Dalls numbered less than 100. the reckon- 
ing the black balls are not included; only the 
white count. The candidates who have ob- 
tained the most white balls are proclaimed 
Deputies by the President of the Electoral 
Commission. Very rarely is there any trick- 
ery in the operation of counting up. The 
method of casting votes in use in the Ionian 
Isles was adopted after the annexation of the 
isles to the Kingdom of Greece.

THE FINANCIAL STATUS. 


DULLNESS THE PRINCIPAL CHARACTER. 
ISTIC OF WALL STREET. 


Large Reserves Held by the Banks in 
New York — Anxiety Felt as to the 
Situation in Interior Cities—An Excel- 
lent Showing Made by the Banks. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—The fact that one 
bank, the Maverick of San Antonio, failed 
yesterday, and that anumber of firms in 
different parts of the country had been 
obliged to suspend exercised a depressing in- 
fluence on the stock market, and there were 
few sales. Under present conditions Wall 
street is peculiarly sensitive to any financial 
or commercial disturbance in any part of 
the country, and the news of failures has the 
effect of scaring off investors. 

WATCHING THE WEST. 

In fact any pressure that may be brought to 
bear upon the money market in New York is 
likely to originate outside of this city. The 
San Antonio banks received assistance from 
New York, and it is currently reported that if 
it had been known that the Maverick would 
close its doors steps would have been taken to 
prevent it. Time money is still very scarce, 
although the receipts of the banks have been 
unusually heavy during the de two 
weeks, and this fact has put a stop 
to a bull movement which had been 
contemplated during the last days of the 
year.

EFFECT OF FAILURES ON WALL STREET. 

Failures that usually would attract no at- 
tention whatever are now regarded as se- 
rious matters, as nearly all commercial firms, 
owing to the fact that the amout of their loans 
has been cut down, are short of money 
and in no position to dispense with resources 
upon which they had counted. The number 
of accounts that have been extended its far 
larger than during previous years, and a sin- 
gle failure of any importance is likely to lead 
to many others. The condition of the money 
market to-day may be described as one of 


unstable equilibrium. The feeling is that 

there will be no large purchases of silver by 

the Government, and there is scarcely any 

demand for silver certificates. 
STOCKS IN STRONG HANDS. 

An encouraging feature of the situation is 
that stocks are now very largely in strong 
hands, and this will do much to prevent a 
bear raid.

Union Pacific, Atchison and Lacka- 
wana still retained the leadership in the 
market, but their movements were entirel 
insignificant, while Su receipts show 
marked strength, and after cones, un- 
changed at 56%, rose to 58% on comparatively 
large trading. The market, however, was 
utterly devoid of other features and at Il 
o’clock was intensely dull and: steady to firm 
at the best prices.

ING FIRM. 


A’ Strange State of Affairs Shown By the 
Award of a Contract Last Evening— 
Movement to Establish a Library— 
Tribute to Miss Tovell. 


The recent investigation into Schoo] Board 
affairs by the Grand-jury, afd the failure of 

hat body to find indictments, does not mean 
that the affairs of the board are administered 
witha conscientious regard to duty but sim- 
ply that the Grand-jury did not find out what 
is goingon. Had it known of such a proceed- 
ingasthe awarding of the heating contract 
yesterday afternoon, the Grand-jury would 
probably gone deeper into the matter than 
itdid andthe result would probably have 
been very different. There is more murmur- 
ing among the members to-day than any one 
has heard in along time. The awarding of 
a contract to heat the Spring Avenue School 
to the Fuller & Warren Co. of Chicago 
is the cause, or rather the obnoxious 
method pursued in awarding the contract 
is the cause ol the complaint. 
The old book ring was pretty bold in its day, 
but its effrontery becomes maiden modesty 
when compared with the brazen habits 
of the heating gang. And no better ex- 
ample of the way in which the tbing is 
worked can be given than the history of this 
very contract. 

When it was determined thatan addition 
should be built tothe Spring Avenue School, 
Mr. Charles K. Ramsey prepared the plans. 
When he began work on them he was visited 
by a man by the name of Short, who is one of 
Fuller & Warren’s agents, and the strange 
mission of Mr. Short was to inform Mr. Ram- 
sey that the Fuller & Warren system ofheat- 
ing and ventilating would be adopted for 
that building and to show him howto make 
his plans so as to provide for the Fuller 


& Warren flues. Mr. Ramsey followed the 
instructions given him by Shortand when 
the plans were submitted to the Building 
Committee they contained the flues which are 
used by that company and the Ruttan com- 
pany in heating and ventilating. These plans 
were adopted and the contract was let. The 
building is now inthe course of construction 
‘and will be completed soon. When work on 
it was begun Mr. Short again appeared on 
the ground and gave instructions how to start 
the flues. When hesaw the foundations in 
he was satisfied and permitted the architect 
to take charge of the building. 
A HURRIED CALL FOR BIDS. 

At the meeting of the Building Committee 
on Dec.19 it was suddenly concluded that bids 
for heating ought to be called for and there 
should be no delay about it. It was impera- 
tive that the bids should be in within a week. 
No time must be lost. The Building Commit- 
tee had previously received bids for heatin 
without advertising, but the purpose of that 
was so plain and so reprehensible that the 
committee was subjectéd to any amount of 
just censure because of this questionable con- 
duct, and the committee didn’t propose to be 
caught in any such snap this time. Bids 
should be advertised for, yes, every day. Oh 
this was all straight, and everything shoul 
show that the competition was open 
and fair. Accordingly advertisementsfhave 
appeared for seven days. Seven days isthe 
time allowed competitors, outside and inside 
the city, to obtain copies of the specifica- 
tions, make their estimates and send in their 
bids. The absurdity of such a proposition 
may not strike everyone, buta mechanic can 
readily see that no one but dolts or men who 
desired to prevent competition would ever 
callsuch ascheme as that ‘‘open competi- 
tion.’’ Friday, Dec. 26, arrived, the 
day on which the bids were to be 
opened. The committee met and one 
solitary bid was laid before the chairman. 
It wasthe bid of the Fuller-Warren Manu- 
facturing Co., and the most peculiar bid that 
was ever offered to the committee of a public 
body. The company offered to heat and ven- 
tilate the Spring Avenue School in the same 
manneras the Carr Lane and No. 1 schools 
are heated and ventilated for $1,725. There 

no specifications, no _ indication 
what would or what would 
not be done. This favored company 
offered to heatand ventilate one school like 
another, and that was thought to bea busi- 
ness proposition, a formal offer for acon- 
tract. Moreover, the rules require that a de- 
posit of $100 shall accompany all such bids 
and the deposit shall be made with the Secre- 
tary. This was notdone. Infact the Fuller 
& Warren Co. has enjoyed strange exemption 
from thisrule. It has never complied with it 
and has never made the deposit. 
IT WAS BUILT FOR THEM. 

It is probable that no other committee in 
the State of Missouri would have considered 
the offerofthe Fuller & Warren Co. for a 
moment, orany othersuch vague and mean- 
ingless document, but the Bullding Commit- 
tee of the School Board did, and awarded the 
contract. Duringthe brief moments during 
which the alleged bid was e@mder considera- 
tion, Engineer Lee rose and stated to the 
committee that the Fuller & Warren flues had

PROF. KOCH’S DISCOVERY. 


Curious Circumstances Under Which He 
Was Led to Make It. 


From the New York Tribune. 

Though Prof. Koch of Berlin cannot be said 
to have discovered his method of curing con- 
sumption through chance, as some say was 
the case with Jenner’s invention of vaccina- 
tion for smallpox, it is still interesting to 
notice how much he was indebted to good 
fortune in the beginning of his investiga- 
tions. Dr. Emerich of Munich fs the authority 


for the following anecdote: 
Prof. Koch noticed once that whena piece 
of cooked potato is exposed to theair fora 
couple of hours and then placed in a damp at- 
mosphere under a glass cover—to prevent 
drying—after several days a number of infinl- 
tesimal round white specks or drops will ap- 
aron it, each one apparently differing 
mthe other. Microscopic invescigation 
shows that every one of these specks 
consists of a rticular specie of micro- 
organisms, which arise from seeds 
that have fallen on the potato 
from the alr, and have here found 
a favorable ground for further generation. 
Each seed by itself multiplies on the particu- 
lar spot of the hard tato substance on 
which it has happened to drop, without 
having the means of combining with others. 
Thus there can be nothing like interbreeding, 
and therefore pure cells, that is, each consist- 
ing of a number of identical bacteria be- 
longing to one isolated genus, muS&t arise side 
by side. Very properly Prof. Koch considered 
this a remarkable phenomenon. For if in 
lace of the potato the surface of some nu- 
ritious fluid were exposed to the air, doubt- 
less seeds for future organisms would also 
drop onit. But ina fuid the movable bacte- 
ria would mingle together and at the same 
time also set the originally tmmovable ones 
into motion, so thatan infinite variety of 
breeds, a chaos of mixed forms and species, 
would ensue, but nowhere any pure and spe- 
cific bacteria cells. What then, asked he, Is 
the radical difference between the fruitful 
soil which the potato offers for such organ- 
isms and that of the nutritious fluid? None, 
surely, but that one is solid and thus hinders 
any commingling of genera, while on the 
other hand there can be no question of 
their lasting separation in a substratum 
of no greater density than that of fluids. 

Prof. Koch understood how to apply the 
lesson he had learned from these results to 
his further experiments in breeding pure 
bacteria ceils in hard and transparent sub- 
stances, which ultimately led to the brilliant 
successes he has achieved now and before 
this. In addition to this he has known 
enough to apply all modern improvements in 
apparatus, instruments and the methods of 
using them, as wellasthe advance made in 
the use of rey Eee og and lighting processes, 
to his special branch of bacteriologic investi- 
gation. By this alone he has succeeded in 
making for himself a name in medicine. Now, 
if it prove true that he has discovered a safe 
and rational remedy against tuberculosis and 
incipient consumption, he has made himself 
an immortal name in history.

ELECTION REFORM. 

One sinister feature of the pending Fed- 
eral. elections bill already commented on 
by the Post-DrspatcH is noticed also by 
the Philadelphia Telegraph, an indepen- 
dent Republican paper. 

It is the fact that this bill—proposed for 
the protection of voters at a time when the 
States are in quick succession adopting the 
Australian method of protecting both the 
ballot-box and the independence of the 
voter—does not apply that obvious and 
popular means of protection to Federal 
elections. Onthe contrary it is obviously 
framed to nullify the efforts of the States 
to give the ballot-box andthe voter the 
protection of the Australian system in 
Federal elections. 

It is plain that independent voting, with 
honest counting and certification, is not 
provided for in this measure and that fair 
and equal representation of the popular 
will is not the purpose of its advocates. 
They talk about the small vote cast in some 
States as evidence of intimidation and un- 
equal representation, but not one of them 
has ever favored the basing of representa- 
tion for States or parties on the number of 
votes polled and eounted at the preceding 
general election. All the Federal tinker- 
ing with elections so far has tended in the 
opposite direction. It has not protected 
the ballot-box from corruption or the 
voter from intimidation or boss control. It 
has been prompted by partisan exigencies 
and in every case has aimed at some unfair 
partisan and sectional advantage.

It is to be regretted thatin the recent 


Irish elections religious authority played a 
prominent part.

WILL CURE CONSUMPTION. 


The Alleged Disoovery of an Indiana Phys- 
ician. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 27.—A special dispatch 
from Indianapolis, Ind., says that Dr. O. A. 
F. Henry, a reputable physician of Wingate, 
Ind., hasinvented a simple methodof curing 
consumption which has produced the results 
claimed ina series of six experiments. The 
preparation used is one of modern antiseptic, 
disinfectant, or germicide agents except toxic 


substances or noxious gases. An alcoholic 
lamp is placed in a block of wood and sur- 
rounding this arm is a galvanized fron cylin- 
der covered with asbestos so as to 
retain heat. Inside the cylinder and imme- 
diately above the fameisa can from which 
two rubber tubes extend. Withinthiscanthe 
preparation chosen is placed, and with the 
tubes inserted in his nostrils the patient in- 
hales the fumes. By this thethod, it is 
claimed, the lungs of a pulmonary consump- 
tive may be disinfected, cicatrized and ren- 
dered completely aseptic. As this is simply a 
method of application it need not be said that 
it is equally effective in any germ disease for 
which a germicide has been discovered. It 
simply arrests disease, but does not restore 
tissue already destroyed.

The game is playedin this manner: The 
fifteen balls are placed ina pyramid, as in 
ordinary pool. en the man who ‘‘breaks’’ 
must break hard, scattering the balls as far 
as possible.

But after the 
break there is no more shooting,with the 
white ball. The players then shoot withany of 
the colored balls. ut they must play on the 
white ball with the object of sending into the 
pocket the ball with which’ they shoot, or by 
sending the white ball against another, 
pocketing the latter by means of a combina- 
tion. Should the white ball be driven ina 
ket that counts a scratch, and the player 

orfeits a ball. In case he makes the shot he

When the white Dall 
goes intoa ket itis placed upon the spot 
at the head of the table. Other balls are 
spotted in the regular manner at the foot of 
the table.
